Joel Ulan Framed by Fe 
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envicted 


BROOKLYN, March 28 -- Last May 
27, at the time of the surrender to 
federal authorities of Edward Oquendo, 
a 2l-year-old Afro-American libera- 
tion fighter facing five years for draft 
‘refusal, two supporters of Mr, Oquendo 
‘were attacked by marshals at the 
Brooklyn Federal Court and arrested. 
Today, one of the defendants, Joel 
Ulan, was convicted of assault against 
4 federal marshal. He faces up to 
three years in prison. 

Mx. Ulan was arrested after a 
20-minute see-saw battle between 
demonstrators and federal marshals in 


‘ the doorway of the courthouse, .Ulan, 


who was among over 100 supporters 
of Mr. Oquendo, was knocked to the 
ground and grabbed by the marshais. 
When they got him inside, out of the 
le of the demonstrators, they beat 
im. 

In the testimony during his two-day 
trial, Ulan and other defense-witnesses 
recalled vividly the events of that day. 
The attempts of the aggressively . 
shouting U.S. prosecutor to shake Mr. 
Ulan fell flat. Although the prosecutor, 
with the cooperation of the judge, 
attempted to keep all anti-war views 
out of the trial, the defense witnesses 
seized every opportunity to explain the 
political meaning of the case. 

Mr. Ulan felt that the meaning of 
the charges against him could not 
be understood without the details of 
the political atmosphere that prevailed 
in court at the time of his arrest. 

The attack occurred as the last of 
150 marchers were leaving after a 
courtroom demonstration in support of 
Eddie Oquendo in Brookiyn Federal 
Court last May. As. the end of the 
procession reached the door, marshals, 


“with badges removed, began shoving 


from behind. Already angered over the 
entire frame-up of Mre-Oquendo, the’
